LOS ANGELES — Before mokeshifi al- 
ta^in chur^ ^nmo^ums and tent cities 
“SundayV Angelenos gave thnnks Tor -what 
they’d salvaged and gatherecTsfrength to 
plunge bock into on enithquakc-twisted ver- 
sion of nonnalcy. 

St. Monica’s Roman Catholic Church in 
Santa Monica, damaged in the 1971 Sylmor 
earthquake, was closcd'^ain aAcr Mon- 
day’s S30 billion quake cracked walls and 
sent frescoes tumbling onto the altar. The 
5,000-raember parish held Mass in the gym 
— and planned 1 1 baptisms Sunday. 

“The greatest Insqn in all this to me is 
that now we know tlilu God docs not al- 
ways exist just in chur^es,” said the Rev. 
Doug Classman, celebrating Mass on a 
gym floor protected by green taqiaulins. 


. “The church moy be destroyed but they will 
never, ever take away otir faith.” 

It was a scene repeated acrosi Los Angc- 
Icj^os thousands dis placed by thc^quakc 
stiug^cd to find tempbraiy lodging of get 
their own homes habitable again. 

Salvation Army chaplains held services 
in-English and Spimish at several of the six ' 
temporary tent cities. Other congregations 
met in gyms or battered churches. And the 
flock from the Messiah Baptist Church in 
South Central Los Angeles carpooled to 
Temple Israel of Hollywood, ofTcred as an 
alternative since it wasn't in use Sunday. 

Federal and local officials intensified 
their cfTorts to reach thousands of jittery 
survivors — many of them recent immi- 
grants from CenunI America — who spent 
die week at makeshift camps in porks and 
open spots. Because of the continuing after- 


shocks, many arc afraid to return to their 
homes and apartments even though the 
buildings haven't been condemned. 

Emergency shcltcr.chccks from the fed- 
eral government would enable those people 
to' move inside, said Housing Secretary 
Henry Cisneros, who has made a point of 
delivering that message individually and in 
Spanish. He said there was an ample supply 
of rental housing in the Son Fernando Val- 
ley. 

“The housing is available,” Cisneros said 
at a media briefing. “The vacancy rates in! 
the Valley will make it possible for people 
to live in ihc volley." 

Eleven multi-agency “reassurance teams" 
fanned out Sunday among the voluntarily 
homeless, urging them to move indoors.

Moore fears he may be killed by angry 
townsfolk before be is tried for the shoot- 
ing death of a New Plymouth police offi- 
cer, his older sister said.

Depaitment finds ‘‘disturbing’ 
conditions in day-care centers

WASHINGTON — Some children in 
day-care centers and foster-care homes are 
exposedio raw sewage, scalding-hot water, 
- household chemicals, insect infestations 
and linered playgrounds, federal auditors 
say. , ■ ■ 

. Auditors with the Department of Health 
and Humon''Scrvices’. inspector general’s 
office. say some preschool children may 
also be spending Uieir days with child-care 
workers who have criminal backgrounds. 

The findings were based on inspections 
of 149 licensed day-care, foster'eore and 
Head Start programs in Nevada, Wiscon- 
sin, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Delaware and Virginia. Combined, those 
child-care providers were serving more 
t^ 6,600 children. 

The auditors also looked at 106 Native 
American Head Start programs in Alaska, 
Arizona, California, Idaho, Nevada, Ore- 
gon and Washington, 

. . The purpose of the reviews, which con- 
, tinue in Missouri, is to determine whether 
child-care providers that receive federal 
money comply with federal, state and local 
health and safeQ^ standards, and to assess 


state oversight of day-care facilities. 

'An oflicia! of the inspector general’s of- 
fice says the agency is not ready to draw 
any conclusions about the quality of child- 
care nationwide, but Sen. Christopher J. 
Dodd and RJ^. Ron Wyden see a problem. 

“The pattern of health and safety viola- 
tions across states is disturbing,” says 
Dodd, D-Conn. and the chairman of a Sen- 
ate subcoinmittee on children and families. 
“Pinched budgets have forced many states 
to cut back on stafT for monitoring pro- 
grams.” 

Dodd and Wyden, D-Ore., and the chair- 
man of th^ousc Small Business subcom- 
mittee oh repletion, arc investigating the 
quality of child care. 

“1 am convinced that significant numbers 
of kids under the age of five be in day- 

care facilities that are unsanit^, unsafe 
and possibly dangerous,” Wyden said. 

Wyden is also convinced that the admin- 
istration’s plans to reform the welfare sys- 
tem and require more single mothers to 
work .“cormot succeed unless adequate and ' 
safe day care is available.”

HAILEY - A little girl sat on the court- 
house fence; pinafore blazing white in the 
noon sun, and she watched the daylight bon- 
fire send the smoke of burning gaming tables 
skyward. 

Most of the crowd that viewed the specta- 
cle that day nearly a hundr^ y^us ago have 
long since passed away. Biit the immediacy 
of that horse-and-buggy motpen't atid the 
temperence fervor (hat led to ^at fire will 
not be lost . 

Before be died in 1936,.^holographcr 
Martin Mdlory, a Hailey resident, captured 
hundreds of such moments in the Wood Riv- 
er Volley. They arc records of early valley 
life, that bis son, Bill Mallory, wants to share 
with users of the new Hoil^ Public Library. 

The pictures are historical treasures that 
for years bave'Bcen tucked away in Bill MoIt ' 
lory’s basement A few' of his rather’s prinis 
hong from the walls of his recreation room 
• butmostare in boxes. — 

After 9 washing machine flooded the base- 
ment, damaging some of the photographs, 
Mallory and his wife Rose have bem very 
nervous about their future. 

“We’re talking about preservation. We’ve 
got too much histqiy bm to just let it go,” 
said Rose MaUory as she pointed to one pho- 
togn^ binTs-^ view of Halley from Car- 
bonate Mountain.' 

Uiider an agreement that will be worked 
out between the.Malloty’s and the Hailey li- 
brary board, the library would catalog and 
store the negatives.

was phiitognphy. His work for the foresr 


service and as the first photographer for the; 
Union Pacific Railroad gave him ample op-; 
portimity to exercise his vocation. The rail-; 
road hired him to take pictures of the coil-; 
straclion of the Sun Valley Lodge. 

Along with scenes of Hailey are pictures' 
of Sun 'Valley and Kctchum. They span a pc-' 
riod 1890 and 1936. !

Jackson molestation 
suit nears settlement

LOS ANGELES — Attorneys 
for Michael Jackson and a 14- 
year-old boy who says the singer 
sexually molested him ore near a 
settlement of the boy’s lawsuit 
and hope to announce Tuesday 
that (he case has been resolved, 
sources familiar with the negotia- 
tions said Sunday. 

Rumors of an impending settle- 
ment have swirled around the 
case since Jan. 14, when lawyers 
for both sides met in chambers 
with Superior Court Judge David 
Rothman. Afterward, the judge 
said the attorneys had agreed to 
halt their public, comments on the 
case. 

Since then, a number of reports 
and courthouse rumors have sug- 
gested (hat a deal was in the 
wor^. A London tabloid reported 
lost week that Jackson had agreed 
to pay at least $40 million to the 
boy, while Time Magazine will 
report this week that the figure is 
“closer to SS million." 

Sources told the Los Angeles ' 
Times that the deal is for “eight 
figures" — somewhere between 
$10 million and $100 million — 
but would not be more specific. 
Negotiations still are under-way, 
they said, adding that talks have 
not revolved around the amount 
of t)ie settlement but around other 
"issSes cbccii'rhiRg resolution of 
the civil case. 

Larry R. Feldman, the boy's 
lawyer, did not return phone calls 
Sunday. Howard Weitzman, a 
laiwer for Jackson, also was un- 
available for comment. 

Motions in the case ore sched- . 
uled to be heard Tuesday, pd if 
the fine points of a deal still are 
not agreed to by (hat time, the 
session wilt go ahead as sched- 
uled, sources said. On the other 
hand, if both sides have resolved 
the lingering issues by then, the 
lawyers are expected to announce 
at that session that the case has 


been settled. They are not expect-- 
ed to disclose details of any set- 
tlement. 

Of particular interest to police, 
sherifTs deputies and prosecutors 
from Los Angeles and Santa Bar- 
bara counties is what cfTcct a set- 
tlement might have on the con- 
duct of their criminal investiga- 
tion into allegations that Jackson, 
sexually molested the boy over a 
period of about four months lost 
yc'ar. Investigators have inter- 
viewed dozens of witnesses — in- 
cluding the alleged victim — os. 
part of that probe. 

■ Legal experts said an agree- 
ment could not be written that 
would prevent the boy from testi- 
fying against Jackson in the crim- 
inal case. Such an agreement 
could be construed os obstructing 
a criminal investigation and could 
be punishable under legal provi- 
sions that preclude anyone from 
“compounding a crime." 

Just as important as the law, 
however, is a practical question: 
If the boy were to refuse to testify 
“in the criminal case, would prose- 
cutors be willing to'forcc him to 
the stand to press their case 
against Jackson? 

“That's B difficult call," said' 
-Harland Braun, an experienced 
' Criminal lawyer and former 
deputy district attorney. “There 
ore two consid^tions here: You 
prosecute crimes partly for the 
victims, but also to protect the 
public. ... The DA would have to 
decide how whether to go ahead 
given those considerations." 

For Jackson, ending the civil 
case would at the very lea^t re- 
. move him from a proceeding that 
has damaged his career and, ac- 
cording to the entertainer, and his 
advisers, token a toll on his health 
os well. Jackson abruptly ended a 
world tour lost year, claiming that 
the allegations and recent surgery 
had caused him such stress that 
he had become addicted to 
painkillers.

“The news media arc all around 
you; you might sell your story to 
Hollywood," he said. “It is also 
possible for someone who lives on 
the edge of fantasy, in any case, to

Citizen action, cooperation 
can solve public problems

Rose led the protest. Cmpo led the re- 
sponse and the INEL provided the science 
- in the person of EG&G Idaho's Greg 
Nonell - which turned around the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency.

A lot can be learned from this experi- 
ence. 

First, citizen action and a spirited public 
dialogue can often solve problems belter 
than closed, technical discussions among 
rc^Iators. That requires at least one person 
willing to undertake the demanding job of 
understanding the problem and couragcoas>- - 
ly taking action. 

Second, science can be used on behalf of 
citizens. Specifically, the Idaho National 
Engineering Laboratory could be unleashed 
to address many of the region's problems if 
given the mandate and budget to do so. 

Third, the "command and control” ap- 
proach to remediating the damaged envi- 
ronment doesn't always work and needs re- 


forming. The EPA is spending more than 
S140 billion a. year but judging from Tri- 
umph and a similar cose in Colorado, not 
spending it very well. 

The problem no doubt goes bock to the 
law itself, then to the use of a rigid perfor- 
mance standard instead of an on-the-ground 
weighing of costs and benefus, particularly 
the cost to people most afTccied. As a mat- 
ter of foci, Triumph and similar coses arc 
triggering changes in how the EPA admin- 
isters the law. 

’More broadly. Robert Stavins, aMislahf" 
professor of public policy at Harvard, sug- - 
gests the Unit^l States should reconsider its 
initial strategy for environmental cleanup. 
-He-suggcstsplacing.a.surchorge on poUut-- 
ing products (a deposit/rcium system), 
ch^ing producers forprc^ucing waste or 
pollutiort under certain circumstances or 
extending to water or greenhouse gases a 
siralcgy used in the Clean Air Act - where 
permits to pollute the air can be sold and 
traded. 

Some might suggest the Triumph experi- 
ence is exactly why the ‘‘Save the West" 
rally was held in Boise lost week, followed 
by state legislative hearings Wednesday: to 
bring the feds under control. 

What Triumph illustrates to us is the 
need for a more open process with greater 
citizen involvement, better science and bet- 
ter use of the federal labs on behalf of (he 
citizens and more errative - and in some 
cases market-driven approaches to public 
problems.

Postal Service should become more 
competitive, not bully customers 


The U.S. Postal Service, bless its ineffi- 
cient little heart, has found a new way to 
hang on to its customers: Fine them thou- 
sands of dollars if they dare do business 
with the competition. 

This is not a joke. Postal Service in- 
spectors have accused-several federal 
agencies of illegally using Federal Ex- 
press. Under federal law, no one is sup- 
posed to use a private pvcmighl delivery 
service unless a letter or package is really, 
really urgent business. The Postal Ser- 
vice. of course, decides what’s urgent. 

The agencies now arc liable for thou- 
sands of dollars in fines for employing 
Federal Express. An Atlanta firm recently 
got socked with a $30,000 fine for using a 
private overnight delivery service instead 


of the Postal Service snails. Similar fines 
are pending against other businesses. 

We hate to descend to knee-jerk gov- 
croment-bashing, but the Postal Service 
again is making itself and government in 
genera] look ridiculous.

SARAJEVO, Bosnia- 

Herzegovina (AP) — The fate of 
three badly wounded boys hung in 
the balance Sunday as U.N. aid oftl- 
cials worried that Bosnian Serbs 
would block medical evacuations 
from Sarajevo. 

Two of the boys were brothers 
who were badly wounded when 
shells killed six children playing in 
the snow on Saturday. They were 
clinging to life in a hospital, and 
doctors hoped to send them to 
Bologna, Italy, today. 

A third boy, 16-year-old Amer 
Menziiovic, wounded in earlier 
shelling, may lose his sight if he 
cannot leave Monday for the United 
Arab Enurates, U.N. aid official Kris 
Jonowski said. 

The Bosnian Serbs, whb have 
been besieging Sarajevo for 21 
months, had threatened to block 
medical evocuations afte^ noon 
Sunday unless officials released sev- 
eral S^ doctors who were arrested 
last week as they tried to flee the 
city. 

Bosnia badly needs doctors to 
care for the wounded, and a senior 
police oriicial said the fleeing doc- 
tors would face charges of treason. 
Tte Red Cross is trying to visit them 


and get involved in the case. 

On Sunday, at least three children 
were filled and five people wounded 
in heavy shelling of the Croat sec- - 
tion of Mostpr, a key southwestern 
city divided between Croats and 
Muslims, said BosniaiTXroat 
spokesman Vlado Pogorcic. 

• There was no U.N. confirmation 
of the deaths, although U.N. peace- 
keepers had eariicr reported intensi- 
fying shelling in Mostor. 

At the intensive care unit of 
Sarajevo’s State Hospital, Elvir 
Ahmethodzlc, 13, gazed at his 
unconscious 11-ycar-old brother 
Admir, who nearly died four times 
Saturday. 

"Admir’s life is in danger because 
he is losing a lot of blood," said Dr. 
Davorka Matkovic, her frostbitten 
hands shrouded in wool gloves 
underplastic surgical gloves. 

If he continues to lose blood, doc- 
tors will have to amputate his left 
leg, she said. 

His brother also was wounded in 
the left leg when shells hit the west- 
ern suburb of Alipasino Polje. 

“We were playing in th'e snow, 
when the first shell blasted behind 
the bouse,” Elvir said in a weak, thin 
voice. “We started nmning toward 


the door, but then another one 
pounded close to me.” 

"Arc they really going to evacuate 
us?" he asked. 

Jonowski said there was no Serb 
objection by Sunday evening to 
uxtey’s planned evacuations, despite 
the threat to block them. Three 
Serbs, two adults with war injuries 
and a 40-year-old woman with a 
brain tumor, would also be evacuat- 
ed to Finland, Janowski said, but 
stressed: “This is not quid pro quo." _ 
U.N. officials investigated the' 
cratcra made by Saturday’s shelling. 

Lt. Col. Bill Aikman said they 
concluded four mortars landed from 
the west. That covers mostly Scrt>- 
hcld territory, but also a slice of gov- 
ernment-held land, and he said U.N. 
officials could not be. sure who fired. 

Local residents blamed the Serbs. 
The Bosnian Serb presidency and 
military leaderships issued separate 
denials, insisting the Muslim-led 
government had Celled its own peo- 
ple to bring outside intervention.

Troops bury

KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) — 
Troops 'loyal to Prime Minister 
Gulbuddin Hekmatyor rained hundreds 
of rockets on the capital Sunday, batter- 
ing Kabul with their fiercest ass^t in a 
thnx-weck battle. 

The bombardment pounded residen- 
tial areas and hit around the state televi- 
sion station and the palace of 
Hekmatyar's bitter rival, President 
BurhonuMn Rabbani. 'There were no 
immediate reports on casualties.

There were reports S bomb , 
hit the Japanese embassy, although 
there were no casualties. 

Most embassies, the United Nations 
and several aid groups evacuated their 
international staff more than a week 
ago.

Steve Hallows, broker with Magic 
Valley Realty, said he gets about 
three calls a dayj from people who 
want to start speciality stores or small 
businesses in Twin Falls and arc look- 
ing for a space for that business. After 
he tells them space is available In 
Jerome, but most say they'll wait for

Newspaper reports Harding 
sought to have hubby killed

PORTLAND, Ore. — Tonya Harding ap- 
proached two men about “bumping ofT’ her 
former husband during their separation last 
Slimmer after she suspected him of stealing 
her truck, according* to a report published 
Sunday. 

“She was furious," the Oregonian newspo- 
per reported. "She told two men — some 
people she worked out with at on castside 
gym, some people she barely knew — that 
she wanted (JeO) Glllooly taken care of. 
They weren’t sure what she meant. She had 
approached one of them before about being a 
bodyguard to protect her from her husband, 
but now she wanted them to knock Gillooly 
out of the picture altogether. They were as- 
tounded. She said that most peq>|e wanted 
$100,000 for this kind of job because of who 
she was. They lauded it off, but they hod no 
doubt she was serious. 

“A few days later she amended her offer," 
the paper said, based on information from 
one of the two men, who declined to be iden- 
tified. 

“She wanted to know if someone would 
just beat up Gillooly. He was offended. He 
stopped working out with her,’’ the paper 
sai^ 

Neither of the men at the uniuuncd gym is 
^oted directly in the story, no police report 
is cited, nor is there separate support for their 
allegations. There is no specific reference to 
on attempt to kill Gillooly, and it is unclear 
whether Hording was serious or what exactly 
it was she wanted the men to do. Neither 
Harding nor Gillooly commented on the alle- 


gations. Calls to their attorneys Sunday by . 
The Associated Press were not returned. 

The report comes amid accusations by her 
one-time bodyguard, Shawn Eckardl, that 
Harding and Gillooly helped plon and cover 
up the attack on Olympic rival Nancy Kerrig- 
an at (he U.S. Figure Skating Championships 
in Detroit on Jan. 6. 

Harding has denied the accusations and 
has not been charged with any crime. 
Eckordt, Gillooly, alleged hit man Shone Mi- 
nooka Sumt, and alleg^ getaway.drivcr Der- 
rick Smith have been arraigned on felony 
charges of conspiracy to commit assault. 
Gillooly has maintained his innocence, while 
Eckardt, Stant and Smith have confessed 
their roles and arc seeking to plea bargain in 
the case. 

A ^and jury resumes hearings Monday to 
decide whether to indict the four men and 
Harding or anyone else connected to the 
cose. The deadline for the grand jury report is 
Feb. 3, nine days before the Winter Olympics 
begin in Lillch^mcr, Norway. 

"All 1 know is I haven’t done anything 
wrong," Harding said after procticc a few 
days ago.

“What you don’t want to be is

that he or she simply cannot bear going 
on. More often, the.crisb ends in debil- 
ity — weakness, hurt, long-term psy- 
chological harm as a person can’t seem 
to get past the crisb and continues to be 
haunt^ by its terrible memory. 

The third, and only positive, Out- 
come u growth — working through 
the crisb to the point of being open 
and ready to face the future and re- 
sume living, working, playing, and 
loving. 

How do people opt for the third 
choice and become successful sur- 
vivors? Here are stuors^egies: 

* Manage painm (wings. “During 
a crisis, emotions are savagely thrown 
into turmoil,” Slaikeu and LAwhead 
say. Teople feel mef, remorse, ra^, 
anxiety, depression, guilt — all in 
megadoses that shock and overpower 
the delicate system. If not expii»sed, 
these powerful emotions must be bot- 
tled up in some way — an act that 
takes tremendous amounts of energy 
— energy that cannot be diverted for 


other purposes, such as working, play- 
ing, and loving." 

To make inroads toward recovery, 
it’s vital then to find acceptable outlets 
for these intense feelings — some- 
where you can go to process, some- 
times over and over, what has hap- 
pened to you. Reduce the intensity of 
the feelings so that you con "begin to 
make sense of them and the ways iii 
which the crises has affected on you. 

■ Get perspective. If you’re wonder- 
ing, “What’s the use? Why should I go 
on?" you’re not alone. You’re bound to 
hit bottom a few times and feel like 
giving up. 

“When hopeless thoughts hit. fight 
back,” Slaikeu and Lawhead say. “Tell 
your^, 'Even thou^ I may have no 
control over what happened,. I do have 
control over bow I wm react to iL* ” 

• Give yourself time to heal. Grief 
has a timetable. Survivors must go 
through a stage of shock that indudes 
numbness, denial and disbelief. The 
second sta^ b a delayed-reaction peri- 
od that involves emotional release and 


facing the reality of the crisis. Then 
come manifestations of grief— ^ depres- 
sion, panic, guilt, self-recrimination, 
fear, anger, withdrawal. 

Finally comes the stage of accep- 
tance and recovery. Become acquaint- 
ed with these stages and give yourself 
time to go through them. And don’t be 
embarrassed or humiliated because 
you’re not “coming right out of iL" 

* Recogytize you’re not alone.TaVi. 
to other survivors who have experi- 
enced your issues and your pain. Read 
about what others have gone through 
and what you can expect. If possible, 
find a “survivor’s group,” and keep a 
jourtul (hat allows you to release your 
feelings and to reflect on the tranaor- 
mations you're making and the growth 
you’re experiendng. . - 

Finally, get in (ouch with and devd- 
op your ^iritual self. Make meaning 
out of wh^ has hainened by transcend- 
ing this earthly life to find solace. in 
faith in God, a hi^er power. 


• Realize that this, too, shall pm. 
Remind yourself that you ore going . 
through a very painful life transition 
but that it b temporary and that the rest 
of your life b not going to be like this. 
You will recover. 

• Suhstirufe something for your loss.. 
Look at your losses and seek an adeff-
